SACRAMENTO (U.R)-The State Assembly recorded a vote 
today for a “fourth round” 10 per cent pay raise for the state 
government’s oqployees while rumors of a federal wage freeze 
circulated. 
The House voted the 10 per cent raise into an administra­ 
tion bill that would have boosted*—------------------------------------------ 
pay of the state's 50,000 employees 
by only five per cent. 
Opponents said the raise would 
“feed the fires of inflation." Back­ 
ers of the bill said the state’s work­ 
ers hadn’t had a raise since 1948 
while private industry employees 
were getting three or four.

cost the state 
about $7,000,000. It was the fourth 
state workers have had since the 
end of the war. 
The vote came on an amendment 
to a bill proposed by Gov. Earl War­ 
ren for a five per cent pay raise 
now, and another five per cent if 
warranted on July 1. Assemblyman 
Gordon Fleury, R., Sacramento, got 
a sizeable majority to go with him 
In pre-dating both raises to the first 
of the year.

Truman Says Ceilings 
Will Be Put On As 
Soon As Possible 


WASHINGTON (ff) — Presiden 
Truman said today the government 
will bring prices and wages under 
control Just as rapidly as It can 
He told his news conference that 
be could not attempt to pin down 
the date of a price-wage freeze or 
other action, but said ceilings will 
be Imposed as soon as practicable 
He said he had not discussed with 
Mobilization Director Charles E. 
Wilson a reported proposal to bring 
Eric Johnston, former president oJr 
the United States Chamber of Com­ 
merce, into the office of defense 
mobilization as chief economic ad 
viser. 
• 
But Truman said he was sure 
Wilson would discuss with him such 
a proposal if Wilson has it in mind. 
The New York primes said today 
that the Motion Picture Association 
of America, which Johnston now 
heads, has agreed to grant him leave 
for the government post. 
WILSON CALLS FOR SPEED 
Wilson last night called for "speed 
and forthrightness” in the applica­ 
tion of price and wage controls. 
Other high officials said privately 
the ODM director favors a general 
freeze within a few days. 
Truman called attention to Wil­ 
son’s speech as illustrating govern­ 
ment policy. 
Wilson elaborated on his stabiliza­ 
tion views today on Capitol Hill with 
a statement that “we’ve got to have” 
inflation controls but he hopes ra­ 
tioning can be avoided. 
The mobilization chief testified at 
a Senate small business committee 
hearing on materials shortages af­ 
fecting small businesses. 
Senator O’Conor (D-Md.) asked 
whether it will be necessary to im­ 
pose cont' ils promptly “to stabilize 
our economy.1* He presumably was 
speaking of wage-price controls. 
1 HATE CONTROLS 
Wilson referred O’Conor to his 
speech last night 
*T hate controls,” he told O’Conor. 
•T have hated them all my life. But, 
Senator, I believe we’ve got to have 
controls.” 
Senator Tobey (R-N. H.) then 
asked whether the country would 
have rationing In the near future. 
“Not in the near future,” Wilson 
replied. 
“But it Is coming, isn’t it?” Tobey 
persisted. “The shadow is there?" 
“The shadow may be there—no 
bigger than a man’s hand,” Wilson 
declared. 
In advance of the hearing, Wilson 
replied “no comment,” when a re 
porter asked whether he had given 
the go-ahead for a general wage- 
price freeze. 
However, a high government of­ 
ficial who asked not to1 be n&incd 
told a reporter that Wilson’s speech 
last night “made it pretty clear as 
to what Is coming”. 
Asked about the timing of any 
freeze this official said: "That’s the 
great problem. We don’t have the 
answer1 on that just yet.” 
CONTROLS WITHIN WEEK 
In the absence of any official word 
on exact timing the best guess seem­ 
ed to be that a general price freeze 
probably rolling back present high 
levels somehat, would come perhaps 
within a week—almost certainly not 
much longer. 
This was just one development in 
a marked speed —Up in defense .mo­ 
bilization. . 
President Truman laid ‘down late 
yesterday a national manpower pol­ 
icy calling for voluntary measures 
now.' But he cautioned that aw© 
lng controls will be sought if nec­ 
essary. The idea is to see that de­ 
fense industries and other essential 
undertakings get the men they need. 
Then, too, the defense department 
sent Congress a drastic new mili­ 
tary program. It also outlined an 
$87,000,000,000 program to buy the ,j 
arms needed now and expand pro­ 
duction facilities. 
On the question of price-wage con­ 
trols, Defense Mobilization Director 
Charles E. Wilson laid It on the 
line in a Philadelphia speech last 
night: 
"Voluntary methods will not work 
. . . the power of the law must be 
Invoked . . . whatever the causes 
for delay up to now, we must pro­ 
ceed with courage, speed and forth­ 
rightness to 
adopt the 
controls 
which will insure stability and fair­ 
ness in our civilian economy.” 


Rotary Club Denies 


Any Connection With 


Masons, Any Others 


CHICAGO (/P)—Rotary has “ab­ 
solutely no connection with Masonry 
or any other organization,” says Ar­ 
thur Lagueux, president of Rotary 
International. 
A statement aimed to clarify Ro­ 
tary’s position “regarding all relig­ 
ions” was made public yesterday by 
Lagueux at Rotary headquarters. He 
was In Chicago to attend next week’s 
semi-annual 
meeting of Rotary’s 
board of directors. 
His statement f ollowed publication 
last week of a Vatican decree bar­ 
ring Roman Catholic clergymen 
from membership in Rotary clubs. 
A source connected with the Vati­ 
can newspaper, l’Osservatore Roma­ 
no, had suggested the decree might 
have been Intended to apply to Ro­ 
tary organizations in Europe and 
South America where it said they 
are sometimes associated with Ma­ 
sonry. 
Vatican informants have not mad* 
clear which clubs, if any, have be­ 
come associated with Masonry. The 
decree applied by implication to all 
similar clubs—Kiwanis, Lions and 
Optimists. 
Leaders of civic clubs in the Unit­ 
ed States have said they were as­ 
tonished and puzzled by the decree. 
Lagueux, a Roman Catholic who 
lives in Quebec, Canada, said he had 
not seen the Vatipan decree and 
could not “make specific comment.” 
However, in his statement “to make 
clear Rotary's position regarding all 
religions,” he said: 
“Rotary is not a secret organiza­ 
tion. Rotary has no vows or secrets 
of any kind. All of its meetings, ac­ 
tivities and records are public. 
“Rotary does not seek to supplant 
or to interfere with any religious 
or charitable organization . 
. . . 
qualifications for Rotary member­ 
ship i do not require information as 
to race, religion or politics. Rotary 
assumes that the program of ser­ 
vice of its 7,200 Rotary clubs in 83 
countries is in accord with all re­ 
ligions.”

May Split The West 


WASHINGTON (JP) - The question of what to do about 
Red China's aggression in Korea, now that peace moves have 
failed, threatened today to split the free world. 


Secretary of State Acheson and other lop officials arc said 
to be keenly aware of the dangers of a showdown and arc pro­ 
ceeding with caution to draft in cooperation with other nations 
a U.N. resolution indicting the Reds. 
As a result the wording of the* 
resolution may be less blunt than 
Washington would prefer. In the 
hope of winning support from as 
many UN. members as 
possible 
But even so it will force the issue 
—will make the nations 
at New 
York stand up and be counted on 
rining something about the Chinese 
war in Korea. 
The possibility that at least one 
important country, heretofore count 
ed in the antl-Communist coalition 
in the Ü. N., may vote “no" was in 
dicated by Prime Minister Nehni 
of India yesterday. Nehru said in 
Paris that to brand China as an 
aggressor in Korea “would bolt and 
bar the door to peaceful settlement 
In the Par East.

STILL HAVE PEACE HOPE 
Some other nations, perhaps still 
clinging to a hope for peaceful set­ 
tlement, perhaps fearful of stirring 
up more trouble—may follow

same line. The number cannot be 
known until the vote is taken. 
Among officials here this line is 
regarded on the whole as highly un­ 
realistic. They believe that when the 
showdown comes a firm U.N. maj­ 
ority rill support a resolution con­ 
demning the Chinese Communists

U. S. Attorney General J. Howard 
McGrath had argued that the 4,315 
Nisei involved were dangerous enemy 


aliens and should be deported. In 
yesterday's ruling, the appeals court 
said the Nisei should have separate 
loyalty hearings, and added: 


“The attorney general indicated 
his realization of his duty to pre­ 
vent a restoration of citizenship to 
the disloyal renimciants , . . who 
hoped for (Japan’s) victory over the 
country of their birth." 


The court said that of the 4,315 
named in the attorney general’s case, 
exemptions could go only to 300 to 
400 jvtao were minors; eight who 
wen not of sound mind, and 58 who 
went to the camp only to be with 
their families. These were deemed 
not legally responsible for signing 
the renunciation.

Bribery Probe 
NEW YORK (JP)—Another «form­ 
er basketball player” was being 
hunted today for questioning In the 
college basketball gambling scandal. 
This was disclosed by Chief As­ 
sistant District Attorney Edward F. 
Breslin of the Bronx, following the 
arrest yesterday of two former Man­ 
hattan College players for being in­ 
volved in “fixed" games. 
Breslin did not name the player 
being sought nor the college for 
which he played. 
But he revealed that the two al 
ready arrested had given names oí: 
other players from schools other 
than Manhattan as being possibly 
involved In throwing games for 
bribes. 
“Yesterday, other players from 
other schools were named by these 
defendants, but it was pure hearsay 
as far as they were concerned, 
Breslin told reporters. 
The district attorney’s office 
meanwhile proceeded with plans to 
present data concerning the two 
former Manhattan players and three 
alleged gamblers arrested with them 
to a grand jury next Tuesday. 
The players árrested were Henry 
Poppe, 34, and John Byrnes, 22, co­ 
captains and stars of last season’s 
Manhattan team, accused of “throw­ 
ing" at least three games in the 
1949-50 season and having received 
$5,000 each. 
Poppe also was accused of work­ 
ing this year with the three alleged 
gamblers, Irving Schwartzberg, 36 
and his brother, Benjamin, 35, both 
former convicts, and Cornelius Kel­ 
leher, 35.

SACRAMENTO (ff)—High school 
fraternities and sororities would be 
legalized by a bill under considera­ 
tion .in. the legislature today. * 
They are now illegal. 
The MO—by Assemblyman Ralph 
Brown (D-Modesto), would make it 
possible for boards of trastees to 
approve the organizations. 
Brown said control over their ac­ 
tivities would be easier if the ex­ 
istence of the clubs Is recognized. 
Other bills Introduced provide 
that:

Appropriate $1,000,000 for 1951-32 
state aid to schools for physically 
handicapped children.

If you didn’t already know, that 
the cost of eating is the highest it’s 
ever been. The Federal Reserve 
Board decrees that starting today 
you must put up 75 per cent of 
stock’s market value in cash, If you 
wish to trade on margin rather than 
buying it outright. 
The rise in retail food prices Is a 
result and a painful example of in­ 
flation. The margin hike from the 
50 per cent which has been In ef­ 
fect since March, 1949, is one in a 
series of attempts to curb Inflation 
by putting a brake on the expansion 
of credit. 
The reserve board malíes a gesture 
at dipping speculative stock trad­ 
ing, the historic bellweather of 
booms, not so much because of the 
public participation in the market 
now—of which it can’t be too siiffe- 
bút in an attempt to head off any 
rush of the lambs to ride an infla­ 
tion-powered stock boom. 
Evidence that the public is com­ 
ing into the market on a specula­ 
tive, as contrasted to an investment, 
basis has been jrowing. The breadth 
of the market is one thing—few is­ 
sues among the 1,472 listed on the 
big board are being neglected In the 
trading.

Changes in retail food prices were 
a mixture of ups and downs this 
week as government price - wage 
stablizers enlarged their staffs in 
anticipation of nationwide controls. 
Prices of eggs, butter and pork 
dropped a little in most places, 
while chicken, lamb, some bee:' 
items, canned coffee and several 
other canned foods pushed higher 
On produce counters, celery, let 
tuce, most citrus fruits, snap beans, 
escarole and sweet potatoes work­ 
ed lower, but western pears, Em 
peror grapes, beets, cucumbers, pep­ 
pers and squash were mostly higher 
than last weekend. 
The labor department announce* 
this week that the overall level of 
retail food prices had climbed to 
new record high in the latest period 
surveyed—between Dec. 15 and Jan 
2. The new level, 218.9 per cent ol! 
the 1935-39 average, was 1.2 per cent 
over the previous peak reached in 
july 'of 1948. The advance was near­ 
ly 7 per cent since the Korean war 
began. 
EGGS DOWN 
Top grade eggs eased two to as 
much as 12 cents a dozen this week 
compared with last, major store 
chains reported, largely because of 
a seasonal increase in receipts. 
Butter was off 2 to 3 cents a pound 
in many markets following a decline 
at wholesale attributed by some 
sources to the government’s offering 
nearly 5,000,000 pounds of butter to 
the trade from its surplus stock. 
When this offering if disposed of, 
the government’s surplus, which 
only last summer amounted to 
around 193,000,000 pounds, will be 
virtually all accounted for. 
Decline in pork prices ranged as 
much as 10 cents a pound on some 
cuts in scattered places, but the 
average was much less. Frying and 
broiling chickens were up 2 to 6 
cents a pound, lamb up as much as 
8 cents a pound in some large mar­ 
keting centers, beef unchanged to 
3 cents a pound higher. 
Several large Independent coffee 
roasters boosted their wholesale 
prices lVa to 2 cents a .pound on na­ 
tionally distributed tanned brands, 
blaming higher costs for green cof­ 
fee. Such rises usually are passed

The V. N. A, which was separated 
from support by the Red Cross of 
Marin edrly in 1950, has operated 
during the year as a non-profit ser­ 
vice, making professional nursing 
care available to Martn residents 
Last year V. N. A. nurses made a 
total of 10,395 calls upon county 
.residents who were In need of occa­ 
sional rather than continuous nur­ 
sing care. 
Mrs, Osborne White, chairman of 
the board of directors, points out 
that a large percentage of these 
visits were to the home of new mo­ 
thers, assisting and advising In the 
care of infants. Mrs. White also 
pointed out that the V. N. A. is 
quick to answer any call from those 
In need of nursing service, and that 
after the first call they will continue 
to serve the patient under a doctor's 
supervision. 
A charge is made for the nursing 
service of the y. N. A. and during 
the past year the difference be­ 
tween this amount and the actual 
cost of operation has been made 
up, primarily, through the contribu­ 
tions received in last year’s fund 
drive. The contributions received 
also defrayed the costs of providing 
nursing service to those unable to 
pay part, or all, of the V. N. A. 
charge, Mrs. White explained.

(U.B—An 
observation plaza will be built at 
the base of famed Table Rock to 
enhance the tourists* view of the 
famous Canadian Horseshoe Falls. 


The plaza will be created by the 
Niagara Parks Commission about 
140 feet below the gorge embank­ 
ment and 25 feet above the river’s 
edge.

The plaza will be semi-circular 
In shape and extend 40 by 80 feet, 
a total of 3,200 square feet.

Negro Teacher Sits 
In Legislature 
NGRTHFORK, W.V.—A creeping 
change in political life is symbolized 
to a degree, by the election of Mrs 
Elizabeth S. Drewry to the West Vir­ 
ginia house of delegates. 
The short, energetic Negro school 
teacher is the first of her race to 
capture a seat in this state’s legis­ 
lature and one of the first women 
ever to make the grade. 
Her election, as first Negro woman 
delegate, comes 30 years after the 
19th amendment gave women a 
chance to vote and hold office, and 
about 95 years after the 14th amend­ 
ment did the same for Negroes. 
But even if her election might re­ 
flect a change of some sort in poli­ 
tics, It won’t do much to alter her 
dally routine, which has been filled 
since she entered politics almost 30 
years ago as a precinct worker in 
McDowell county. 
The fast-moving, quick-talking 
school teacher was appointed to the 
Democratic party’s county executive 
committee about 10 years ago. Later, 
she was named associate chairman. 
She was elected seven times to the 
city council. 
This year, with the backing of the 
executive committee, she announced 
her designs on a seat in the house 
of delegates. 
With her and seeking Democratic 
nomination for the five McDowell 
county seats in the house were 13 
other candidates. When the primary 
votes were counted, energetic Mrs 
Drewry had the fifth highest total. 
Her campaign, which from the 
way she describes it took her to 
every mining camp and cross roads 
in the county, started after school 
was out in June and included 60 
speeches and a house-to-house can­ 
vass in some sections of the pre­ 
dominately Democratic county. 
When the tabulators got their last 
total after the November general 
elections, she had 17,786 votes, less 
than 500 under the four other can­ 
didates, all of whom were male and 
white. 
In addition to teaching 36 child­ 
ren in the primary, grades, Mrs. 
Drewry plays housekeeper to an 
eight-room home and attends to a 
host of civic activities. 


Evolution Of American Flag Described 
At Meeting Of El Marinero Chapter, D. A.R. 
The evolution of the American 
flag was traced by Mrs. F. Burt 
Hulting at the monthly meeting of 
El Marinero Chapter, Daughters of 
the American Revolution, held Jan­ 
uary 15 at the Mill Valley Coun­ 
try club. Mrs. Hulting, guest speak­ 
er from Sequoia Chapter i n Ssii 
Francisco, pointed out that while 
emblems have been carried from the 
earliest times, the Romans really 
started the science of heraldry. The 
history of the American flag began 
in 1497 when John Cabot brought 
the Bag of England to these shores 
The design of this flag, which was 
a red cross on a white ground, was 
to reappear in 1776 in the flag of 
the New Continental Army. Added 
to the red British cross were 13 red 
and white stripes, signifying the 13 
original colonies. 
The following 
year 13 stars were introduced, and 
then with the admission of each new 
state ,a star and a stripe were add­ 
ed. When it became apparent, as 
the nation grew, that the size of the 
flag could not grow proportionately, 
Congress resolved in 1818 to return 
to the 13 original stripes, and to 
symbolize a new state simply by 
adding another star. 
The program, developed around 
the American flag theme, was ar­ 


ranged by Mrs. William M. Edwards. 
Miniature United Nations flags dec­ 
orated the tea table, and various 
news clippings, pictures and publi­ 
cations relating to the flag were on 
display. An interesting exhibit was 
the much-tattered flag from the 
USS Overton, which saw action in 
the Pacific from 1943 to 1945.

Bond Issue Endorsed

Bob McConnell of the Brookside 
School, faculty and Jack Ciahan 
San Anselmo summer recreational 
director and athletic director for 
Marin Catholic High School, shared 
guest-speaker honors at Isabel Cook 
Parent Teacher Association’s recent 
meeting.

If we do not pass 
our bonds we will still continue to 
pay the same amount of state tax 
just as if we had received our 
share.” 
At the conclusion of Mr. McCon­ 
nell’s speech, a motion was passed 
endorsing the school bonds and urg­ 
ing a “Yes” vote. 
Mrs. Frank Brown introduced 
Ciahan who summarized and also 
illustrated by color movies the 1950 
San Anselmo summer recreation 
program. The athletic and crafts 
program was centered at Isabel 
Cook school and was geared to age 
levels 8-10, 11-13, 14-16 and high 
school.

Emotional Problem 
Analyzed By Child 
Guidance Group 
Following discussion under leader­ 
ship of Dr. Arnold Wilson at the 
meeting of the Child Guidance 
Clinic Committee Thursday evening 
at the Ross home of the Russell G 
Smiths, the group developed a work­ 
ing definition of “an emotional 
problem”, which is thl type of dif 
ficulty to be treated at a guidance 
clinic. 
The consensus was: “A normal 
child has lots of fulfilling ex 
perlences in the process of growing 
up. If his feelings become un 
balanced he will present symptoms 
which Interfere with his normal life. 
If this is allowed to progress it will 
crystalize by the time he is an adult 
and he Is likely to become an un­ 
successful, maladjusted person. The 
result is wasteful and expensive for 
the individual and society alike. A 
child guidance clinic la one means 
of helping to prevent such tragic 
consequences.” 
Dr. A. J. Ungersma, chairman of 
the committee, added that although 
many cases are not manifested in 
overt, gang behavior, they are none­ 
theless ultimately just as socially 
disruptive. He pointed out that the 
discussion arising at this orientation 
meeting would be the basis for in­ 
forming the community of the

uaniel Kahn, of the California 
State Department of Mental Health, 
described his task as a psychiatric 
social worker In Marin County. A 
child guidance clinic here would 
greatly add to the effectiveness of 
his work, he said.

Grand Jury Report 
WHO GOES THERE? 
The Nation Today . . . 
OUT OF THE PAST Independent Files 


The county grand jury has performed a public 
service in placing the county fire department 
"scandal1* in better perspective. 
Before the grand jurors rendered their report 
earlier in the week, there were those who placed 
all blame for laxity in administration and man­ 
agement of the department on Chief Gamillo 
Mello, feeling that the board of supervisors had 
no responsibility at all in the matter. 
There were others who felt that the entire 
trouble was “cooked up** by the supervisors 
because they were “out to get Mello/' and that 
the chiefs conduct of affairs 'was above criticism. 
The grand jurors have brought the situation 
into perspective by indicating that both super­ 
visors and fire chief must bear their fair share 
of responsibility for the so-called “laxities" in 
management. 
As we view the grand jurors' resolution, the 
fire chief is blamed for the laxities and the 
supervisors are blamed for allowing the chief 
to be lax in his administration and management 
This, obviously, is a proper conclusion for the 
jurors to reach. 
The jury also saw fit in its report to censure 
the county auditor. Now it is our understand­ 
ing that until very recently when he was desig­ 
nated county controller as well as auditor, Leon 
deLisle had no authority to “stick his nose" in 
the management of other departments. 
He 
could, as we understand it, observe practices and 
make recommendations to the board of super­ 
visors. It is our further understanding that he 
did this from time to time in his own quiet way, 
but that the recommendations were not enforced 
by the supervisors. 
Perhaps the grand jury inquiry into the situ­ 
ation proved this understanding wrong. 
If it 
did, it is regrettable that the proceedings and 
deliberations of the grand jury were not open 
to the public so the people could know the full 
facts of the matter, rather than only the bare 
conclusions reached. 
In the future it seems to us that certain por­ 
tions of the grand jury's work would be of far 
greater value, were jt carried on in full view 
of the public and the press. 
While the grand jury's findings constituted 
something of a public service, all right, we think 
the jurors went astray in their suggested solu- 
' tion to the problem. 
It is a perfectly natural reaction when people 
become disatisfied with the management of 
public affairs by one body immediately to sug­ 
gest that the management of the affairs in 
question be turned over to another body. 
It was this reaction that presumably led the 
supervisors originally to suggest handing over 
control of the county fire department to the 
state forestry division. 
And it was this reaction, we fear, that led 
the grand jurors to suggest handing over control 
of the county fire department to a new body, a 
county fire commission. 
Most of the reasoning advanced in showing 
the fallacy of the supervisors’ plan for having 
the state take over the county fire department 
applies equally to the grand jury proposal for 
establishing a fire commission. 
The commission, like the Golden Gate bridge 
directorate, would be appointed by the county 
supervisors. And like the Golden Gate bridge 
directorate, it would be relatively insensitive to 
the public will. 
When the people are fed up with a particular 
supervisor's actions, they can vote him out of 
office at the end of his term. 
But when the 
people are fed up with a particular commission­ 
er's actions, the supervisors can reappoint the 
official in spite of the public will; 
In our humble estimation, establishment of a 
fire commission for the county would only pave 
the way for carrying control of the fire depart­ 
ment one step further away from the citizens of 
the county. That one step certainly would be a 
' backward step. 
Before the supervisors follow the recommen­ 
dations of the grand jurors in this respect we 
hope they give full public discussion to the 
proposal. 'Maybe the grand jurors will see fit 
to divulge some of the considerations which led 
them to make the recommendation* And people 
who favor less bureaucracy instead of more of it 
will have an opportunity to let the supervisors 
know how they feel.

NET YORK VP) — Rearming 
Europe today is fundamentally a 
question of morale, not guns and 
planes. 
A large part of Europe hasn’t 
the will now to defend Itself. 
On a gland scale General Dwight 
- D. Eisenhower Is in the position 
of a football coach trying to in­ 
still the “will to win” in his team. 
Elsenhower must try to instill 
the “will to fight.” Without it 
the United States can pour arms 
into Europe from now until dooms­ 
day without the slightest result. 
This colors the way Europeans 
look on the East-West conflict and 
the way Americans look at it. 
FEAR SOVIET AGGP^SION * 
Europeans are no less conscious 
¿ban Americans of the menace of 
Soviet aggression. The vast major­ 
ity of French, Germans, British, 
Italians *nd other Europeans have 
no more liking than Americans 
for Communism. 
They dislike the Kremlin rulers, 
poke jibes at Stalin privately and 
wish Russia never existed. 
But they don’t see that they 
can do much about the situation 
except commit suicide. And this 
is more than a figure of speech; 
I know Germans who keep poisons 
on hand and swear they will take 
them if overrun by the Soviet 
army again. 
Prom the Baltic to Spain, Europe 
has been ravaged and bled white 
by recent wars. The torrents of 
bloodshed touching every family 
have drained away that intangible 
called morale. 
They know that any Soviet at­ 
tack must be met in the heart of 
Europe. Whether the attack Is held 
or not they know their homes will 
be devastated by battle and bomb­ 
ings. They and their sons and 
daughters will die by the thou­ 
sands.

NO WINNERS IN WAR 
By experience they know there 
are no winners in war. Even if 
they are on the winning side they 
know they will be too prostrate to 
enjoy it. 
There are scores of other fac­ 
tors complicating the rearming of 
Europe. But most of them would 
fade if the morale problem were 
settled. 
• 
This Is Eisenhower’s big task. 
Tanks and guns are no good unless 
the soldiers and peoplaa behind 
them have the will to fight and use 
them. 
There are exceptions, of course, 
among the European nations. Great 
Britain can be counted on to 
fight bravely, as she has in the 
past. Some of the smaller countries 
like the Norwegians also are pre­ 
pared to stand and fight 
Great Britain Is forced to divide 


her might among sea, air and 
land forces. 
European defense depends pri­ 
marily on France and Germany 
and to a lesser extent on Italy. 
These are the only nations with 
the manpower and the strategic 
position among the Atlantic pact 
powers to make a successful de­ 
fense of the continent possible. 
DEPEND ON FRANCE 
France is depended upon under 
the Atlantic Pact program to sup­ 
ply the bulk of the ground forces 
needed in Europe. 
France was beaten in the war 
of 1870. She was virtually beaten 
and bled white In the 1914-18 war. 
In 1940 she was overrun In six 
weeks and put up a resistance that 
at best must be described as feeble. 
Four years of morale-sapping oc­ 
cupation followed. 
These scars cannot be removed 
overnight and they are still visible 
today. French morale is perhaps 
the lowest in Europe when it comes 
to again rearming to the hilt and 
making a firm stand against the 
Russians. 
divid ed governm ent 
France’s position Is further com­ 
plicated by having (1) a weak, 
divided government which is sel­ 
dom able to hold power more 
than a few months and (2) an 
estimated six mllPon communists 
in the country. 
In contrast to the other political 
parties the French Communists are 
a hard disciplined core. They are 
ruthless. In a crisis they probably 
could seriously cripple any war 
effort with sabotage, resistance, 
strikes and overt acts. 
The French have three divisions 
in their Army of Occupation but 
only a fraction of these are readf 
to light. The professional heart of 
the army is fighting in Indo-China 
and cannot be counted on for 
European defense. 
France has plans to raise an 
army of nearly a minion In the 
next two or three years. Even if 
the West has this lbng, the ques­ 
tion remains: Will these forces 
have the will to fighti 
ITALY 18 SIMILAR 
Italy is in a similar position. 
During the last war the morale of 
the Italian soldier was notoriously 
bad under Fascism. No one knows 
whether it would be any better 
under Demoracy. There is no doubt 
the Italian people are war weary 
and politically cynical. 
As an ex-enemy nation, Italy 
also has been largely disarmed and 
It will taks time and money to re­ 
build her armed forces. 
Western Germany with,its 48 
million people and large reservoir 
of trained soldiers is eyed enviously 
by military men. 
‘ 1 have been asked frequently 
“is it trus the Germans really do 
not want to fight or are they just 
trying to get some concessions?” 
After fighting the Germans in 
two world wars and having a ter­ 
rible time In beating them , western 
nations rind it difficult to believe 
the Germans really don’t want to 
go back Into uniform again. 
But the fact Is the people as 
such do not. Those particularly 
between the ages of 20 and 40 
have had a stomach full of war. 
There is scarcely a family that 
has not lost at least two close 
relatives in the last war. Virtually 
all have lost their homes, their 
money 
their security. 


On top of this they are an 
occupied country, treated as second 
class citizens, and largely through 
French fears they are being asked 
to rearm as second class soldiers 
—pawns of nations that defeated 
them. 
The Germans are also military 
realists. They know the sad state 
of western defenses in Europe, 
compared to the six Soviet armies 
that rattle their tanks in the 
middle of Germany along the oc­ 
cupation border. They know that 
there Is no such thing as a “little” 
rearming such as the Atlantic Pact 
has thus far proposed for them. 
There is no doubt a vote now 
for rearming would be overwhelm­ 
ingly defeated if the West Ger- 
mans wcfc polled. 
West German politicians ars rid­ 
ing this anti-rearming tide to gain 
concessions from the West. 
Should the West become strong­ 
er, offering some protection against 
the threat of attack, and should 
the West Germans feel themselves 
equal partners of the Western 
nations, they might vote to re­ 
arm. No one can say for sure. 
This does not mean the Germans 
would favor the Russians. With 
millions of dead and hundreds of 
thousands of brothers, sons and 
daughters having disappeared into 
Russia as prisoners, the Germans 
hate the Soviets. 
EUROPEAN AXIOM 
It is axiomatic that the closer 
the Europeans are to the Russians, 
the more they dislike ttfem. 
Germans say if the West really 
wants some one to right the Soviets 
they should recruit Eastern Ger­ 
mans who live under Soviet rule. 
It is true that West Berlin, which 
is completely surrounded by the 
Soviet Army, is the most belligerent 
and outspoken against them. 
1 
The Germans like the rest of the 
continent must be convinced that 
what they have is worth fighting 
for and if they prepare to fight 
they have a chance of winning 
without being wiped out in the 
process. 
Under these conditions it is well 
not to be misled er interpret some 
European political statements as 
appeasement or collaboration with 
Communism or Just silly unjusti­ 
fied optimism. 
It Is probable the speaker does 
not really believe what he is saying 
but Is like the small boy whistling 
In the grave yard. He hopes for 
the best but fears the worst. ' 


WASHINGTON (/P)-Every year at this time 
there’s a “gee whiz" and “whew" reaction at 
the size of the President's estimate, in his budget 
message, of what it will cost to run the govern­ 
ment another year. 
There was a little this week plus the usual 
statements that the budget can be cut, at least 
for running the government at home. Generally, 
there was grim acceptance of a reality: 
The cost of defense and survival comes high. 
Underneath the grimness was the realization 
that this latest budget was only peanuts com­ 
pared with what it will cost if this country gets 
into an actual shooting war with Russia. 


TRUE, THIS CAPITAL and the country 
were torn by the so-called “great debate" on 
foreign policy. 
That debate, if it could be 
boiled down to a few sentences, would go like 
this: 
1— Should we pretty well lock ourselves up in 
the Western Hemisphere and let Europe look 
out for itself, even if it means it's being overrun 
- by Russia? 
2—Should we try to hold on to our allies in 
Europe and, if so, how much help should we give 
them? 
3—Does the President have authority to send 
troops overseas, and perhaps into war, without 
prior approval by Congress? 
The result of the debate may well change the 
fate of the world, and this country's, too, what­ 
ever the answer may be. 
But meanwhile the man in the street and 
everyone else, for that matter, whether he's in 
Congress or the Pentagon, is asking himself the 
question: 
No matter what we do, how long do we have 
tO1 keep on doing it* 


THE FEELING NOW is different from what 
it was when this country was thrown into war 
in 1941 by the Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor. 
Then there was an upsurge of American fury 
and a feeling there would be a definite end to 
the struggle, not too far off, and all that was 
needed was great effort, by those at home and 
those in uniform. 
Now no one knows how long the struggle 
against Communism will last, or whether it will 
explode into shooting with Russia in the spring, 
or in 1952 or 1953, or whether it will explode 
that way at all but rather be a loftg night of 
preparedness. 
One thing is accepted: that life-as-usual in 
America is over for some time to come, that 
from now on there will be sacrifices: higher 
taxes, less goods, service in uniform. 
Yet, while the debate and the wondering go 
on, the wheels of government and defense have 
to keep turning, and they do, plunging this 
country deeper into the unknown future.

Role of Child's Teeth 
In Health Can't 
Be Over Estimated 


Most parents realize the con­ 
tribution that straight, regular 
teeth make to a child’s appearance 
without at all understanding their 
role in maintaining health. And 
yet, if you stop to think a minute, 
it becomes obvious. 
When the teeth are crookedi 
the child cannot chew his food 
properly. Unchewed food puts an 
extra burden on the stomach to 
digest it. Poor digestion leads to 
poor nutrition and generally poor 
health results. 


A BAD BITE 
This vicious circle often begins 
with what is known as maloc­ 
clusion or bad bite, a condition 
in which the teeth do not come 
together as they should. There is 
great strength in the jaw mus­ 
cles, and when the bite is bad, 
continued chewing gradually moves 
the teeth out of their normal 
position. There is also irritation 
and soreness of the gum tissues. 
All of this may result in early 
loss of the teeth, and in mouth 
infections. It is advisable to take 
the child to the dentist by the 
time he is three years of age, and 
at six-month intervals thereafter. 
The dentist will advise when the 
services of a specialist in straight­ 
ening the teeth becomes necessary 
Often, such procedures are not 


employed until after the youngster 
is six or seven years old. Of course, 
in the meantime, the child must 
be taught to take care of his teeth 
by regular brushing. 


NECESSARY FOODS 
It is the job of the parents lo 
make sure that the diet contains 
all of the necessary foods, par­ 
ticularly those rich in calcium or 
lime, such as milk and its pro­ 
ducts. The early loss of one or 
more teeth msy lead to maloc­ 
clusion unless the spaces from 
which the teeth are lost are filled 
by artificial teeth or so-oalled 
space fillers. The dentist will ad­ 
vise just what is necessary tit 
such Instanos». 
Every effort to prevent decayed 
teeth must he made, since badly 
decayed teeth have to be re­ 
moved. By taking the child to the 
dentist at an early age, much 
trouble may be saved. With the 
dentist's efforts, the early loss of 
the teeth is avoided, crooked teeth 
and malocclusion corrected and the 
host of ills which tollow in their 
train prevented. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
J. L. C.: Is there any way in 
which certain areas of the body 
can be reduced without any harm­ 
ful effects? 
Answer: The reducing of any 
one portion of the body is not pos­ 
sible except by surgery, in so far 
as is known at present. A general 
loss in weight may be helpful.

WASHINGTON (U.E—The Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture doesn't know 
who is more prosperous, the city 
worker or the farmer. 
It has no immediate plans for 
finding out. Congress has made the 
problem too complicated. 
The last time the department took 
a measurement it reported the farm­ 
er was 57 per cent better off. That 
was for 1948, when farm and food 
prices hit a record high. The answer 
was worked out under an old and 
frequently-criticised legal definition 
of income "parity.1* It didn't suit 
Congress. 
So Congress passed a law setting 
up another and more complicated 
definition. 
"'The old syatfm was rather em­ 
barrassing,** a department spokes­ 
man said. "We had to keep ex­ 
plaining away the figures, showing 
how they really didn't mean what 
they seemed to say.** 
CONFUSION INCREASED 
Under the old definition the farm­ 
er was at "parity” with the non- 
farmer when his income from farm ­ 
ing equaled 28 per cent of the non- 
farmers' per capita Income. Thatt 
was the per capita ratio between 
farm and xnon-farm income in the 
years 1910-14—a period considered 
fair’* when Congress set up the old 
definition back in the 1930 s. 
In 1948, the nation’s non-farm 
income divided by its non-farmers 
amounted to $1,617. Per capita farm 
Income from farming amounted to 
$712, or 44 per cent of that. So the 
Agriculure Department duly reported 
that farm income was at 157 per 
cent of parity. 
The farm bloc said It wasn’t 
fair to do it that way. Farmers 
argued they needed almost as much 
money, if not more, than the city 
man to have the same standards of 
living. 
On the other hand, the city man 
could argue there were other things 
wrong with the definition. For ex­ 
ample, farm consumption of food, 
was counted at farm prices. The 
definition excluded all the farmers* 
income from non-farm sources.

Everybody MustShoulderShare 
Of Blame For High Cost Of Food 


By ROBERT F. LOFTU8 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 17 (UP) — 
Who is the “real rascal” behind the 
high cost of food? 
The farmer, the meat packer, the 
wholesaler, the storekeeper, or the 
housewife. 
Official figures compiled by the 
United Press from government sta­ 
tistics and surveys indicated strong­ 
ly today that all hare had a hand 
in the market basket boom. 
Chairman Allen J. Ellender of the 
Senate Agriculture Committee says 
i preliminary investigation of food 
mark-ups” indicates that proces­ 
sors, distributors, wholesalers and 
retailers are ’’the real rascals in the 
high cost of food.” 
Somebody between the farmer 
and the housewife is getting himself 
big cut of war profiteering, the 
Louisiana Democrat told a reporter 


in promising a full-scale inquiry if 
justified. 
For some clues on what is hap­ 
pening to your food dollar and some 
tips on how to stretch it, let’s take 
a look at the first governmental food 
price survey ever conducteo in the 
United States. It has just been com­ 
pleted in Baltimore, Md.f by the 
Agricultural Department’s Produc­ 
tion Marketing Administration. 
For one thing, it suggested that a 
lot of women don’t know how to 
shop. 
FOr 18 months, a team of expert 
government shoppers tramped I in 
and out of food stores throughout 
the Baltimore area. They copied 
down price tags on meat, vegetables, 
fruit, groceries and dairy products, 
noted how much the retailer made 
on each item, how often and how 
far he marked up his prices, and 


how widely the prices of identical 
foods differed from store to store. 
The survey and other official data 
indicate that price Increases in the 
distribution chain from farm to din­ 
ner table generally are being passed 
along to the consumer. 
The farmer at the end of 1950 
was doing right well in comparison 
to December, 1949. In December, 
1950, for example, lamb prices on 
the Chicago market were almost 
half again as high as a year earlier. 
The Baltimore survey showed that 
many women just aren’t good shop- 
pers.'They tend to deal exclusively in 
one store and to continue buying 
favorite foods, some scarce and ex­ 
pensive. 
A good bargain hunter could save 
up to 10 per cent on weekly food 
bills without lowering eating stan­ 
dards, the survey showed. In Balti- 


mort last month, when the survey 
completed, there were differ- 
of as much as 29 cents i pound 
on the same grades and cuts of meat 
sold in different stores, and price 
spreads of 10 to 16 cents a pound 
were common. Smaller but substan­ 
tial savings were to be had by care­ 
ful shopping for fruits, vegetables 
and canned goods. Identical cans of 
fruit juice, for example, sold for 35 
cents in one store and 45 cents in 
another. The small marginal grocery 
stores did not always charge the 
highest prices. Wide price spreads 
were found among the biggest chain 
stores. 
What about the retailer’s profit 
margin? The survey Showed that 
Baltimore storekeepers in Decem­ 
ber, 1950, were taking a bigger per­ 
centage profit on 17 of 31 common 
fruits and vegetables than they took 
a year earlier. On 11, they cut their 
percentage, and on Éiife.lT'fíC!'' they kept 
the same margin. Where they did 
boost their percentage margin, they 
generally blamed it on increased 
overhead, such as the higher cost 
of paper bags and rising wages. 
Take a look at butter prices. In 
Baltimore the retail price of butter, 


on the average, stayed very dose to j wholesale prices tumbled almost Are
